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Proposed Road Closing Draws Opposition 
From Residents 


The Coffee County Com- 
mission met in regular ses- 
sion on Monday, March 12, 
at the courthouse in Elba, 
and voted unanimously ~ to 
close three side-roads in 
the Pineview Village sub- 
division, north of Enter- 
prise on Highway 167. 

' The Commission an- 
nounced last month that it 
would hold a hearing on a 
request to close a portion of 
a road, and three small side- 
roads in the Pineview Vil- 
lage, and a standing-room- 
only crowd was on hand at 
Monday’s meeting to discuss 
the controversial request, 

Probate Judge James L. 
Sawyer read the law con- 
cerning closing of a road, 
and then opened the meeting 


‘ for discussion, 


“We have filed a petition 
to have the road closed,’’ said 
Attorney Joe Sawyer, ‘and 
we own all the land which 
would be affected by the 
closing of the road, Accord- 
ing to the law, my client does 
have the right to ask for the 
roads closing.” 

Mr, Jim Eason, the land- 
owner seeking to close the 
road, presented photographs 
of the road and showed the 
erosion problem that had 
practically washed away the 
roadway. ‘‘I have nothing to 
gain financially by closing 
the road,”’ stated Mr, Eason. 
“If it is closed, and after a 
while I want it reopened, it 
would have to be paved ac- 
cording to law. I will con- 
Struct a circle at both ends 
of the road so busses and 
the mailmen can turn ar- 
ound,” 

The delegation objecting 
to the closing stated several 
problems that would occur if 
the road was closed, 

“It would be an inconven- 
ience,”” stated one home- 
owner, “After a while I 
would have to move my mail 
box to the highway, ana the 
school bus would also stop 
coming to each house,” 

“The safety of our child- 
ren is important,” said a 
concerned mother, “and if 


the road were closed, our 
children would play in a 
dangerous area, The ditches 
are steep, and it’s just not 
a safe place to play. The 
road has been in bad shape 
for eight years - why close 
it now?” 

Judge Sawyer told the gath- 
ering that Mr. Eason does 
qualify as to the law and 
does have the right to close 
part of the road, but Com- 
missioner Bennie Beckham 
Stated, “By law, what choice 
do we have? If we do noth- 
ing, we are open to a suit 
because Mr, Eason does have 
a legal right to close the 
road; and if we do close it, 
we may face a court in- 
junction to keep it open,” 

“We've heard the pros and 
cons on the issue,’’ said 
Commissioner Don Smith, 
“and I think we should study 
the matter further before 
making a decision,” 

When the citizens gather- 
ed had no objections to the 
closing of the three small 
side roads, that, as one spec- 
tator said, “You couldn’t go 
down in a tank!’”’, the Com- 
mission voted to close the 
roads, but to take no action 
on the closing of part of the 
hotly-debated piece of road, 


The meeting actually be- 


gan at 10:00 a.m. with all 
members present, Present 


were Commission Chairman 
‘Judge James L. Sawyer and 
Commissioners Bennie Beck- 
ham, Don Smith, Max Reeves, 
Gilmer Grant, Jack Hornsby, 
and Rex Boutwell. 


Mr, Grady English was the 
Commission’s first visitor, 
and he said, “I met with the 
Commission during a pre- 
vious administration, and 
would like to tell you my 
problem: Commissioner 
Byron Galloway told me he’d 
pay me $50 each for six pecan 
trees on my land that had to 
be cut down to work on a 
road, I’ve never been paid 
my $300,” 

The Commission agreed 
to talk with former Commis- 
Sioner Galloway and if the 
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old promise made long ago. 


Mr. English.........reminded commission of an 


promise was made, the 
money would be paid, 


County Engineer Leslie 
Mullins addressed the Com- 
mission on several matters 
concerning the Highway De- 
partment, Mullins told the 
Commission that Crenshaw 
County was having work done 
on a road that joined Coffee 
County, and he requested the 
Commission participate inthe 
contract to have road work 
done on 1400 feet of roadway 
in Coffee County, while the 
work is being done. The 
request was approved, 


Mullins told the Commis- 
Sion that when the . county 
awarded a contract in Dec- 
ember for pipe, it was stated 
the pipe must be made in 
America, However, the 
Highway Department re- 
ceived a shipment of $2000 
worth of pipe last week and 
found it was made in Japan, 


Upon Mr. Mullins’ request, 
the Commission voted to give 
the company achance of either 
picking up the pipe and re- 
placing it, or paying a $500 
fine, ~ 


The often-discussed 
Cole’s Bridge project was 
again brought up, and Mullins 
reported the bridge is listed 
227th in the state’s priority 
list for bridgework, It is 
estimated that a new bridge 
would require $400,000 in 
Federal matching funds, The 
county currently has $139,000 
in funds and it must be used 
or it will be lost, 

“The bridge was our top 
priority,’? said Commissioner 
Beckham, ‘‘and we were sav- 
ing the state funds until we 
had enough to build a new 
bridge. Now the state tells 
us we have lost the funds we 
were saving and we must use 
the latest allocation or it 
will be lost. They told us 


County HealthDepartment Faces Cutback In Services 


Mr, Kenneth Ball, the 
Health Services Admin- 
istrator of the Coffee County 
Health Department, met with 
the County Commission during 
its meeting on Monday, March 
12 and stated, “Unless ad- 
ditional funds are provided 
for our department: im- 
mediately we will have 
to terminate four employees 
and have a drastic reduction 
in ‘the public health services 
to the citizens of Coffee 
County.”” 

Mr. Ball presented ag 
letter to the commission and 
in it he asked the board to 
establish, an annual one-half 
of one- ent tax revenue to 
assist in the operation and 
maintaining of adequate 
public health services and 
protection to the citizens of 
Coffee County. To maintain 
the present level of services 
through the fiscal year, ending 
October 1, Mr, Ball stated 
his department would need 
(1). reinstatement of the 
$6,150 general appropriation 
cut made by _ithe 
commission, and (2), an 
emergency allocation of 
$20,000 to insure an ade- 
quate level of public health 
employees to provide needed 
health programs, 

“We knew the shortage 
of funds was coming,” stated 
Ball, ‘‘and several months 
ago I requested permission 
to lay-off two employees and 
reduce * our services, 
However, the state instructed 
us to continue our level of

health services and not 
to lay-off any employees. Now 
the state says we have to 
balance our budget and has 
given us permission to make 
cutbacks to do so. So, now 
we must make drastic cut- 
backs over the next six 
months, including terminating 
four employees,” 

Ball told the commission 
that the County Health De- 


partment had a total budget 
of over $1 million and that 


the county’s total cost was 
only $41,000. 

“I’m asking you, the 
commission, to help if you 
can,” added Ball, “Your 
help will insure’ the pro- 
tection of health services to 
the public of our county. 
Something has got to be done 
now, and unless we get help 


+ 


we will begin making cuts this 
week,” 


The commission 
commended Ball for the fine 
job he has done running the 
department and told him 
they were behind his program 
100%. However, the board 
told him they simply didn’t 
have the money to meet his 
requests. 
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we could save the money and 
that it would be there whenwe 
needed it, However, the State 
lied to us ~ it’s as simple as 
thatl’’ 

Mullins asked the Com- 
mission what it wanted the 
money to be used for, ‘Do 
you want to save it for the 
bridge, or use it to reseal 
roads?’’ The Commission 
instructed Mullins to work up 
plans for resurfacing the 
roads, 

In other action at Mon- 
day’s meeting, the Commis- 
sion:

***failed to act on a request 
from Southland Broilers to 
exempt the company from 
county tax (except school tax) 
for a period of 10 years; 
**apreed to turn over a bill 
for $1,113 to Sen, Wallace 
Miller and Rep, Jimmy 
Holley for use of a computer 
hook-up at the Elba court- 


whouSe which is used in re- 
‘ newing drivers’ licenses; 


*concurred with an A-95 
review for a new subdivision- 
Fox Hill, to be built in 
Enterprise by Cotter Ent- 
erprises, Regency Real Es- 
tate (the subdivision will. 
cover 19.65 acres); 
**received a favorable re- 
port on the county jail; 
***was informed that James 
Hildreth had been appointed 
to the Board of Registrars; 
***was told that emergency 
repairs had to be made to 
the bridge across Buck Mill 
Creek, and that the bridge 
was closed due to its dan- 
gerous condition; 

***apreed to allocate addi- 
tional funds for the expense 
of indigent burials; 
***discussed cleaning prob- 
lems at the courthouse, 


Magwood Indicted 
By Grand Jury 


The special March Grand 
Jury met in Elba Monday and 
returned one felony, indict- 
ment, It was against Billy 
Joe Magwood, age 27, charg- 
ed with the March Ist pistol 
Slaying of Sheriff Neil 
Grantham, 

The Grand Jury was seat- 
ed by Judge Terry Butts and 
selected Mrs, Brunease 
Winston as Foreperson, 
They were presented the 
facts in the one case they 
heard by District Attorney 
Joel Folmar, assisted by 
supernumerary District At- 
torney Lewey stephens, 

The Grand Jury returned 
a five-count indictment 
against Magwood under Title 
13-11-2(a) 5 & 6 of the Ala- 
bama Code, This section 
deals with the killing of a 
law officer in the perform- 
ance of his duty or as the 
result of his performing his 
duty. 

The indictment charges in 
every count that Magwood ‘‘did 
unlawfully, and with malice — 
aforethought kill Cornelius 
Franklin Grantham, also 
known as Neil Grantham, by 
shooting him with a pistol.. 

” 

No date hasbeen announc- 
ed for trial of the case, Mag-- 
wood remains in the Pike 
County Jail where he has 
been held without bond since 
his arrest shortly after the 
Shooting. He is being held 
without bond.

Brice Paul Sworn In As Coffee County 


Sheriff To Complete Term 


Brice R,Paul was named 
late Friday to serve the 
unexpired term of the late 
Coffee County Sheriff Neil 
Grantham, The appointment 
was made by Governor Fob 
James, Grantham was 
killed March Ist by  gun- 
shots as he arrived at the 
county jail. Billy Joe Mag- 
wood has been charged with 
the killing and awaits trial, 

Paul will serve the re- 
maining three years, nine- 
plus- months or until Jan- 
uary of 1983, of Grantham’s 
term, as dictated by law. 
He was sworn in Saturday 
afternoon by his father, 
Circuit Judge Eris R, 
Paul, continuing a tradition 
of public service that be- 
gan in 1926 when the new 
sheriff’s grandfather moved 
to Elba from the Wilkinstown 
area of north Coffee County 
to work on the Elba police 
force. 

The elder Paul joined the 
Coffee County Sheriff’s De- 
partment in 1928 or 1929 as 


Chief Deputy of then Sher- 
iff Lightner and was elected 
sheriff himself in 1930, 
He hired Lightner as_ his 
chief. deputy and four years 
later when Lightner was 
again elected, Paul was 
named as his chief deputy. 
This was during the period 
of time when a sheriff 
couldn’t succeed himself, In 
1938 the elder Brice Paul 
was named Chief of Police 
in Elba and served there 
until his death in 1944, 


His only son, Eris Paul, 
served for a short time as 
a young man in the position 
of deputy sheriff, He later 
received a law degree, sery- 
ed in the military until 1946, 
took office as District Attor- 
ney in 1947 and was named 
to an unexpired term as cir- 
cuit judge in 1951, He was 
Subsequently elected to the 
position and served until his 
retirement in June, 1977, 

The youngest member of 
the trio, Brice R, Paul, is

27 years old and an Elba 
High School graduate, He 
and his wife, the former 
Linda Bryan of Bellwood, live 
in Enterprise.

The black widow spider 
usually finds a home in places 
that are not disturbed and the 
activity is very limited, They 
like a cook, dark place to 
Stay in, Normal clean up and 
freshen up will tend to 
disturb the nesting areas suf- 
ficient enough to cause them to 
leave, 

To control spiders 
indoors, spray with one of 
the following: .5% chlorpy- 
rifos (Dursban) plus 
pyrethrins spray (various 
formulations); .5% propoxun 


(Baygon) spray; .25% ben- 
diocarb (Ficam W) spray; 
or .5% diazinon spray. 


To control spiders out- 
doors, use one of the follow- 
ing: .25% bendiocarb (Ficar 
W) spray; 1.1% propoxun 
(Baygon 70% WP; .5% pro- 
poxun (Baygon) spray; .5% 
diazinon spray; 50% mala- 
thion spray or 57% mala- 
tion; or .5% chlorpyrifos 
(Dursban) spray,

“Before planting spring 
crops that may be covered 
by either the marketing quota 
or Set-aside programs in 
1979, it is very important 
that for farmers obtain pre- 
measurement of their acre- 


ages,’ Robert English, 
Chairperson of the Coffee 
County Agricultural Sta- 


bilization and Conservation 
(ACS) committee, said, 
English said pre- 
measurement is especially 
useful prior to planting flue- 
cured tobacco and peanuts 
which are marketing quota 
crops. Even in counties us- 
ing aerial observation, flue- 
cured tobacco producers will 
not have the opportunity to 
adjust their crop acreage to 
gain program compliance, Un- 
less they report excess 
peanuts, peanut producers are 


also under the same 
guidelines. 
After planting, program 


participants mustcertify, or 
report their crop, set-aside 
and other program acres to 
their county ASCS office, 
County offices will announce 
certification periods for 1979 
crops at a later date, 

ASCS will perform this 
pre-measurement service at 
cost, It includes measuring, 
referencing and marking out 
fields with stakes prior to 
planting, The measured acre- 
age is guaranteed for all 
producers who take advan- 
tage of the service, This is 
important in helping them 
plan which fields to plant and 
which to set-aside,

FOOD BASKET 

Toothpaste. Light bulbs, 
Toilet paper, Since we buy 
these items at the grocery 
Store, we lump them into our 
"food" budget, Which is why 
you can spend $30 on Tues- 
day and have nothing in 
the house to eat by Saturday, 
We also forget what we pay 
for convenience, But who 
wants to give up frozen orange 
juice, mixes or canned soups? 

With inflation what it is, 
we look for a culprit, Often 
we blame the farmer, But 
farmers are faced with infla- 
tion too, As are the food pro- 
cessors, Shippers and food 
chains that keep us eating, 

Yet the fact is, food is 
cheaper in the United States 
than anywhere in the world, 
Our average family spends 
only 17 percent of its income 
for food. Compared to 31 
percent in England, 32 
percent in Japan, Andinsome 
countries, people spend 
everything for food and go to 
bed hungry. 

So the next time you’re

GERANIUMS 

Geraniums are hard to beat 
for color, ease of growing, 
adaptability to different grow- 
ing conditions and choice of 
shapes and sizes, 

If youdon’t consider your- 
self much of a gardener and 
would like to try something 
fairly easy, geraniums are 
certainly worth considering, 
The geranium, although not 
winter-hardy, can pro- 
vide masses of color around 
the home throughout the 
Spring, Summer and fall, 

Several types areavail- 
able, Zonal, or common 
bedding geraniums, are used 


for decorative purposes, 
either in garden beds or 
in containers, 

Ivy-leaved geraniums are 
characterized by their 
trailing vinelike growth hab- 
its, They are commonly grown 
in hanging baskets, 

Scented-leaved geraniums 
are grown mainly for their 
varied fragrances and the 
exotic shape of their leaves, 

It Soon will be time to 
plant geraniums, They 
shouldn’t be planted before all 
danger of frost has passed, 
however, So don’t be too im- 
patient, 

Most varieties will dobest 
in full sun, Limited shade 
won’t do too much damage 
but flowering may be reduced, 
They also require large am- 
ounts of water, so be ready 
to provide this if the rainfall 
isn’t sufficient. 


GEMS NEED REGULAR 
CLEANING 

Whether your sparkling 
gems are real or imitation, 
they need a good cleaning 
periodically to help them re- 
flect the light. 

The appearance of 
diamonds and other precious 
stones can be dulled by 
soap, cosmetics, cooking oils 
and oils from the skin, One 
way to clean them is to put 
them in a Solution of warm 
water and a mild detergent, 
Use a soft brush to dislodge 
the oily scum, rinse with 
warm water and dry with a 
soft lint-free cloth or tissue 
paper, 

Another method is to soak 
the jewelry 30 minutes ina 
solution of one part cold water 
and one part household 
ammonia, Remove from the 
Solution and brush mounting 
gently with a soft brush, 
Return the jewelry to the 
Solution to remove any loose 
dirt.

Crop Support 
Levels & Sales 


Policy Announced 


National average support 
levels of $420 per short ton 
for 1979-crop quota peanuts 
and $300 per short ton for 
1979-crop additional peanuts 
were announced today by Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Bob 
Bergland, 

The quota support level, 
the same as 1978, is the 
level minimum, The addition- 
al support level is based 
on estimated export demand 
and prices and is $50 
per ton above the 1978 
level of $250 per ton, 

Quota peanuts are those 
grown withinthe poundage 
established for the 1979 
marketing year, Additional 
peanuts for the 1979 mar- 
keting year are those sold 
from the farm which are in 
excess of the quota peanuts, 
but are produced on allotted 
acreage, 

The Secretary also an- 
nounced the sales policy 
for peanuts acquired 


through the Price Support 
Program by Commodity 
Credit Corporation (CCC) 


including the minimum price 
of $400 per short ton on ad- 
ditional peanuts sold for 
export edible use, : 
Sales of quota and addition- 
al peanuts for domestic edible 
use, including use as seed, 
will be made by CCC at not 
less than 105 percent of the 
quota loan rate, plus costs, 
if sold on or before December 
31, 1979, or 107 percent of the 
quota loan value, plus costs, 
if sold after that date 
(Exception: Sales of ad- 
ditional peanuts for domestic 
use, ifsold and paid for 
during the harvest season at 
the time of delivery by the 
producer, will be made at no 
less than 100 percent of the 
quota loan value, plus cost), 
Farmers stock peanuts 
will be sold by CCC for edible 
export at no less than $420 
per short ton, plus costs, 
for quota peanuts, and 
no less than $400 per short 
ton for additional peanuts, 


On export sales of 1979- 


crop peanuts sold for crush- 
ing only, the CCC sales 
price will be no less than 
$420 per short ton, plus 
costs, on quota peanuts and 
$300 per short ton, plus costs, 
on additional peanuts, Pea-) 
nuts sold for export crushing 
must be fragmented prior to 
export, 

Sales of quota and ad- 
ditional 1979-crop peanuts 
for domestic crushing only 
will be made by CCC at com- 
petitive prices, Use of oil 
produced from these peanuts 
will be restrictedto dom- 
estic markets if the price of 
the peanuts from which the 
oil is produced is less than 
the applicable $420 or $300 
per short ton loan rate, plus 
costs,

Doctors Say

Tick Fever 


Alabamians are among 
Americans who have the 
highest rate of Rocky Mount- 
ain Spotted Fever, Caused by 
a tick bite, the disease is 
often called tick bite fever 
and occurs most in the South- 
east, 

Physicians at The 
Children’s Hospital of 
Alabama are presently doing 
a follow-up study on 
citizens who have had the 
disease in the past 10 years. 
If you know someone 20 or 
younger who has had the dis- 
ease since 1969, please call 
The Children’s Hospital. 

No recent study has been 


done, according to Dr. 
Richard Gorman, assistant 
professor of pediatrics at 


The University of Alabama 
Medical Center, Dr, Gorman 
and Dr, Carter Snead, of 
the neurology clinic at 
Children’s are conducting the 
Study. Dr. Snead also holds 
an appointment as assistant 
professor of pediatrics in 
neurology at the medical cen- 
ter. 

Dr. Gorman added that 
physicians generally believe 
that no permanent or lasting 
damage is done to the central 
nervous system of children 
who have had the disease, 
However, the exams are 
being given so that the physi- 
cians at Children’s can 
document this belief, 

Former victims will be 
given a free examination in 
the hospital’s neurology clin- 
ic _ as outpatients, The 
clinic meets on Wednesday 
afternoons.

GET THE 
FACTS

Recently, I heard a story 
about an alcoholic who went to 
his doctor to discuss his 
drinking problem, He re- 
turned to his car where his 
wife was anxiously awaiting 
the doctor’s diagnosis, 
“Thank goodness,’ the man 
told his bewildered wife, ‘I 
don’t have itl” The “‘it’’ 
that he was referring to was, 
of course, alcoholism, 

The man was tremen- 
dously relieved, His wife was 
less than overjoyed, She felt 
sure he had “it,” He fre- 
quently drank to the point of 
intoxication; his behavior in 
public at such times was 
embarrasing; inprivate there 
were violent arguments, If 
he didn’t have “it,” what did 
he have? He sure had some- 
thing, Yet she was not the 
doctor, 

As it turned out, the wife 
was right; the doctor was 
wrong. After a prolonged 
period of drinking, losing jobs 
and getting a divorce, the man 
decided to seek help, again, 
This time, the doctor, the 
nurse, the ex-wife, the child- 
ren, and even the dog (who 
always growled and removed 
himself when the man came 
home drunk) knew he had ‘‘it,”” 

This story brings out an 
interesting point. Why didthe 
doctor miss “it” early in the 
game? There canbe any num- 
ber of reasons, one of which 
might be that the alcoholic 
himself was less than truth- 
ful with the doctor. Perhaps 
he minimized his drinking 
(all selfrespecting alcoholics 
will ‘fib’? about how much 
they drink), Perhaps he failed 
to mention problems he was 
having in relationships with 
the drinking or perhaps he 
told the doctor the problems 
but attributed them to some- 
thing else. Many times an 
alcoholic ‘is truly incapable 
of describing his own behavior 
because he blocks it out, In 
most cases the poor doctor 
who is asked to make the 
diagnosis simply is not given 
enough facts to make one, 

So maybe the doctor mis- 
sed the alcoholism because 
he was not given enough 
facts, Why did the wife 
miss ‘‘it?’? She had many 
of the facts available, She 
went along with the doctor, 
partly because he WAS a 
doctor, but mainly because 
she had a preconceived idea 
about alcoholics, Her Uncle 
Joe was an alcoholic. Uncle 
Joe dic not work, was dirty 
and unshaven, spent many of 
his nights in jail and drank 
shaving lotion, Her husband 
prided himself on never 
missing work, dressed like a 
Philadelphia lawyer, had 
never been in jail and drank 


Relations 


Scotch, He and Uncle Joe 
seemed to have little in 
common, 


The wife had what is cal- 
led the “skid row concept’’ of 


alcoholic, The facts are that 
less than 5% of the known 


alcoholics are skid row bums, 
Most alcoholics have jobs 
and families. Because this 
wife did not have these facts, 
she was in no position to help 
her husband early in the drink- 
ing game before the job losses, 
before the jail, before the 
divorce, 

Today the couple is re- 
married and the husband does 
not drink, They are happy, 
But sometimes she wonders, 
“Would it have made a dif- 


ference that day he first 
sought help if I had only 
known?” 


The Women’s TaskForce 
on Alcoholism has as its pri- 
mary goal to mike these 
facts about alcoholism known, 
Facts about alcoholism are 
available to you through 
the Regional Alcholism 
Council and the Women’s 
Task Force. Personnel of 
the Council can talk with 
you privately, provide you with 
literature, or present pro- 
grams on alcoholism to groups 
of concerned citizens, Get the

CURBING ASTHMA 


Warmer air will be wel- 
comed by almost everyone, 


Including some asthmatic 
children, 
More and more studies 


now confirm the evidence that 

breathing cold, dry air through 
the mouth can be a critical 

factor in triggering asthma 

episodes in some children, 

When the air is made warm 
and moist, the constriction 
of the air passages, charac- 

teristic of asthma episodes, 

does not occur, 

A series of studies on the 
effects of exercise on asth- 
matic children has appeared 
in recent issues of the 
“American Review of 
Respiratory Disease,” a 
medical journal published by 
the American Lung Associa- 
tion, A team of researchers 
conducted the studies at the 
National Jewish Hospital and 
Research Center in Denver, 

In the latest study, the 
researchers found that ex- 
ercise on a_ treadmill as 
well as voluntary deep breat- 
hing can trigger episodes 
in some asthmatic children, 
This happens when the air 
is cold and dry and if the 
children breathe through the 
mouth, If they breathe 
through the nose, the constric- 
tion is much less severe, 

Children who do not have 
asthma show no evidence of 
any constriction regardless 
temperature or humidity, 
Even voluntary rapid, deep 


breathing does not trigger 
constriction, 
The researchers disco- 


vered that asthmatic children 
even tend to hyperventilate-- 
breathe deeply and rapidly-- 
when they are at rest, Child-
